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E YADA DI SHI’ ITE 


This personality was born in the city of Kaoti (City 
of Temples) in a civilization called Yuga (Vast Body), or 
Yu. This civilization consisted of 180 million people and 
existed a half million years ago. It was located in the 
Himalayan Mountains. He was taken from his mother as 
a baby and raised in the temples, to become a Kata 
(Priest) and later High Priest or Yada. The word really 
means "Spirit Life": He was therefore one of the heads 
of a mystical order called "Shi Ite". 

The "Yu" civilization had been founded by a man 
named Na Sep Ni Ha, meaning the seventh son of a 
family named "Ha". E Yada was killed in a violent 
quake that completely destroyed the civilization along 
with eighty million of its inhabitants. E Yada was about 
thirty-four when he died and the "Yu" civilization one 
thousand and twenty-four when it died. 


PROFESSOR ALFRED LUNTZ 


This personality was born in 1812 and died in 1893. 
He was a clergyman for the High Episcopal Chuhch of 
England. He was of English and German parentage and 


was born in North London. Graduated from the Eton. 


School for Boys at the age of seventeen. He worked in 
his father's law firm in Hanover, Germany, until he was 
twenty. Attended Heidelberg where he took a course in 
philosophy and comparative religion, then on to Oxford 
where he received his Ph. D. in the Episcopal Theological 
Seminary and later served a donship. He was a devotee 
of Queen Victoria. He was not surprised when he died to 
discover that he had survived the grave, byt stunned 
when he realized there was no heaven or hell as he had 
so eloquently taught and believed. 


LAO-TSE or LAO-TZU 


This personality lived between 550-600 B. C. 
(b. 604 B. C. encyc.), in a town called K'uhsien. He be- 
longed to a wealthy and educated family, and had no 
need to work for the Imperial Library, yet spent much 
time there poring over the books. He later became ~ 
roaming sage. Actually he did no writing at all, bur ai: 
sayings were compiled by his disciples. Had a wife acc 
seven children, and according to custom, several concu- 
bines. At about fifty years of age he abandoned his fam- 
ily and followers and was taken into the mystical school of 
the White Brotherhood. He died smiling happily at the 
age of eighty-two. 

He had an extraordinary intellect and was a tis 
great philosopher; a central figure in Taoism. 


RAMOND NATALLI 


This personality was born in 1598 and died in 1652. 
He was an astronomer and belonged to the Royal House 
of Astronomy in Rome, Italy. He was also a student of 
law. He was a close friend of the famous Galileo and 
secretly fought the bloody hand of the Inquisition. Ra- 
mond Natalli was an agnostic. 

He continued to pursue the field of astronomy after 
passing into the astral. He was pleasantly surprised to 
discover he had survived the death of his physical body. 
He discovered two things of great interest after being 
in the astral world about two years - the first was that 
sun spots were atomic storms and the other was that 
atoms consist of photons of varied frequency levels mov- 
ing in a series of quantum arcs.

UNKNOWN CONTROL: Does dance motions. "I no talk. I no Talk. Now I go away, send 
master. I do only dance, no talk." 


CONTROL; LINGFORD:" I'm sure glad I don't do a tap dance. Suppose I caine in and 
did a tap dance after that afellow got through with that!" A lot of new faces again 
tonight. Names? No, I don't think so. That's quite all right. How do you do,sir? 
Don't feel upset or embarrassed, just go ahead and talk if you wish to. Richard? 
Let me see. It seems to me he was here after the meeting broke up the other night. 

'Defore the meeting goes any further I want to say to those of you who have 
never entered into this sort of thing, you must just follow out whatever appeals 
ta you in it, and let the rest go. There are a great many things we know little 
about, but don't ever say, ' I don't believe! this or that or other, no matter 
what it may be.

"Not much chance of that; it would be what is known as dissocia-

And that is why it sometimes takes a great deal 
of either electrical or hypnotic therapy, either one. Electrical would be 
better."

"That would result in restpring the memory?" asked fieade. 


"Tt's not really restoring memory, but bringing awareness back 
from one condition to the other." 


"Did you ever happen to come across the work of Wickland?" asked 
lieade. é 

"Let me see ~ I think - Thirty Years Among the Dead? I think so. 
You know, Meade, I have learned a great deal more over here about these 
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things than I ever learned on your plane. Well, being over here, you see, gives 
me two sides to look at - and then again, I don't have to look for proof of 
whether I'm dead or not...Can I have another cigarette? I'm getting to be hab- 
itual at this. I want to get through this before Lo Sun Yat comes in again. 
Thank you. Now, is there something else, ieade?" 


"You left abruptly," said iieade "and Lo Sun Yat came in and left. We 
were asking about psychometry. Reading from articles. iiark is somewhat psychic 
in that way."

"Part of the aura?" asked Dr. Cosman. 
"Yo, it is more material than that." 
"People tune in on different wave lengths," said Dr. Cosman. 


"The question is, do they say anything about how that subtle vibra- 
tion manages to make an intelligible record?..... You know, the thing, the article 
does not really hold anyting of the person who touches it. It is the vibration 
around that article, or like you would be if it was your own aura but would 
leave and adhere to the psychic body. The question is, how does it convey an 
intelligent message?" 


"The medium gets your impressions," said Dr. Cosman. "It's a similar 
thing in a different form, I suppose." 


"Isn't it more in the nature of radio-transmission or phonograph 
transmission ~ relative densities - wave lengths?" asked iir. Loomis. 


"That is right. But there must also be the equal sensitivity of the 
person who is reading + just as when you strike a note on a piano or a gong and 
there is something else in the room that vibrates, that has an equal sensitivity." 


"But," said Dr. Cosman, "The gong has an inherent sound given it by 
the tuner," 


"Meade, you certainly started something. Now you understand what 
happened when you asked about the ether drift - same thing is happening on your 
Side now." 


"Take a concrete case - a fossil," said Head.’. "The psychic sees the 
whole geographical scene back of that .. living animals of that period, land. 
scape, floods, long prehistoric things. We still don't know what happens.. 
what was it that was impressed on that foksil, and how does it reach human 
consciousness." 


"The fact is, not too much was impressed on the fossil, but the article 
was picked up, whatever it may be, the moment the attention of a psychic person 
is turned upon it, he immediately opens his psychic vision, and that which once 
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was, is again. He has used a point of concentration. The mind tells you what 
you ask of it." 


Nilark gave about the same account of it," said Irene Probert. 


"A countrywoman of mtine," said Dr. Cosman, "the moment she touches 
an article she sees pictures like moving pictures before her eyes. She doesn?t 
concoct stories!" 


"She certainly does not concoct stories, put she has trained herself 
over a period of years - or perhaps was not trained, perhaps was born with that 
sensitivity and ability to change her state of awareness from this plane to any 
plane of existence. She changes her state of awarenesss but the picture actually 
has an existence of its own. To describe hew that record continues to exist is a 
still larger question. On what does it exist? If it is thousands of years old 
there could be no living mind in which it could exist. It could exist only 
in the reflecting ether. In order to take that mirrored picture you have to 
change your state of awareness. Also, in that instant you have to be very care- 
ful, because it is a form of dissocietion, and you can step out like that and 
have the devil's own time stepping back in again. You will notice, too, there 
is a foggy in-between state, when the person returns to normal -- a brief gulf 
of nothingness. The ether holds endless pictures. It would not be possible 
to have that sort of picture-making on your material plane, because all you 
would have then would be a world full of pictures - you would not have room for 
anything else." 


"The pictures exist in the ether?" asked iir. Loomis. 
"They certainly must prexist in order to be seen." 


Meade said "From these pictures material appearances are projected -~ 
or are they?" 


"Prom out the etheric world, which is my world, enter all your 
material things, and back into that world all material things go. There isa 
constant flowing in and out, ar endless stream. Where do you suppose all 
your varied faces come from? Patterns - endless patterns - endless!" 


"Zo Sun Yat spoke of that last time," said heade, "about faces 
bearing records." 


"You know, lieade, I'm just wondering 4f what we are talking about 
isn't a bit boring for some of these people."

Irene PROBERT asked "You are my friend?" 


"Raymond Natalli -- it is not very important about names. I was 
introduced into your little group by a man who calls himself Lo Sun Yat. I came 
the first some weeks ago. If there are some questions you would like to ask 
me, I will be very glad to try to accommodate by answering them." 


"Give us your own period of earth life," said Meade. "When did you 
live?" 

"Somewhere around 1692 -93. I was an astronomer. At that time I 
lived, or so it seems now to me, in Tripoli. Yes, I pursue these same studies 
to a large extent now.

"What is your own particular interested in astronomical studies?" 
questioned Meade. "Talk about whatever interests you most, ." 


"Mostly to observe heat radiation from various planets and what their 
effects might be on others." 


"Then heat radiation is produced by some planets so that you can 
observe the effects?" asked Meade. 


"Believe me, it is no sinall job to hold on and retain one question and be able 

to think it out and answer. So if at times I seem to hesitate please have a little 
patience with me. for some reason or other it seems to stimulate my ability to 
think if questions are asked of me rather than myself trying to put forward con- 
versation on the matter." 


"Do you see our sun?" asked i:eade "Or its etheric duplicate?" 


"The etheric duplicate of the sun is many thousands of miles around 
the sun, spread out in all directions; a pulsating, vibrating etheric duplicate."

"I reezlly should not lay myself open to such questions, You here, 
are not ready to accept this idea and it would only catise more difficulty and 
strain credulity of those too willing to believe and those who are unwilling 
to believe, setting up two camps of conténtion." 


Meade said, "There is only a small group here and we are willing to 
accept. If we presented your facts to scientists none of them would pay any 
attention.

In fortring a chart over here we need to know a great deal about a persons's 
daily life//.... I smell something burning....."

"It's only potatoes cooking," said Irene Probert. 


"Potatoes! What a long time since I sat down to such a dish. About 
what I was saying ~- daily life here on your plane has a different effect on 
mine.

In a short time 
the medium, who was lying flat on a couch, passed abruptly under control and 
began to speak in a rather thin and high-pitched male voice. 


CONTROL: "Tell that man Shaver he had better let this Dero business alone." 


Someone said, "How do you know about Deros? Have you anything to 
say about them?" 


"Setter let them alone or he will be in bad trouble." 


"411 you tell us who you are? We do not recognize your voice. 
Have you been here before?" someone asked.

Graham asked about the possibility of a reincarnating entity entering the body 
of a newly dead child, to which CONTROL replied:" From my observation T do not 
think this can be done as a permanent thing, because every body is specially pre- 
pared for the entity and any other body is not likely to be luseful.. it may 
happen for a short period of tine." 


After a question about auras, CONTROL continued:"The auric vibration depends 
on the type of food a person eats; sonetines the aura wanes until it can hardly 
be seen. It has nothing to do with the astral body, it is generated from the 
chemicals of the dense body and disappears when the body dies." 
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"Your body now has no aura?" asked Meade. 
"That is right." 


"If a psychic were convinced that spirits have auras, would he see them?" 


"Very likely. The mind builds for itself what it wishes; that is the real fly 
in the ointment. Zverything has as amount of light vibration, and I suppose the 
psychic body, even mine, does throw off a force of some kind, and when a person 
materializes the vibration is very likely to be much stronger.

Of course, ileade here knows I'm not really versed in occult 
work, merely having studied or read a bit about it. liost of what I know I have 
learned since coming over here. Yes, I know communicators often speak authorita- 
tively. But inspiration sets the conscious mind up several notches, what pours 
out seems mowe and more logical; but then if one is pinned down, one falls flat." 


An interesting comment, equivalent to saying there is truth in "inspired" 
utterance, simply because it is inspired, and the mind opened to the influx of 
truth, even tho the facts, the data, even the logic be largely lacking. Minds of 
a certain type on the astral, just as here, often speak with a kind of sureness, 
an intuitive certainty and deep conviction, and yet are unable to meet the meti- 
culous demends of science and logic. 


In reply to a question by Richard T. about athe number chosen and the mention 
that the medium knows it now, CONTROL said, "felll, if he does, he doesn't tell 
me. There are many things in his life of which I do not know. We are not given to 
throw open the door of one another whenever we will. You will continue to submit 
your questions in writing? I appreciate your friendship. You know, you have the 
quietest wife I ever saw. You don't beat her?" 
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"She doesn't believe in you, Lingford." 
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Well, you cant blame her for that. I have thought as much. That 
is why I have been trying to get her to taik. Women as a whole are 
vastly suspiciaus creatures, and that is not all; they are intuitive 
and that makes them dangerous, 


"I only wish I could have had someone to love me when I was here. 
I never married and now I dont care to. I hope she will return with 
you, and I would like to prove myself toher. We all have the right to 
believe what we will until we are shown different or can see different. 
We cannot expect people to see what we wish them to." 


"Dont forget where I live, Lingford," said Meade.

The medium had sat erect in a not-too-comfortable chair and talked 
steadily, or has been talked through, for nearly three hours, with very 
brief intervals of normal consciousness. He awakens as if from sleep 
and feels alert and refreshed. The six communicators have been distinc- 
tive in voice, manner and subject matter, and the medium's face is 
deeply altered in each case. Apart from this the whole operation has 
been exceedingly natural, without sensational elements, and free from 
the "ethico-religiuus twaddle" of which Professor Broad rightly com- 
plains. Those who are convinced beforehand that these Communicators 
are no more than subliminal impersonations, or are also dim-witted wan- 
dering ghosts of the lower Astral, have, it seems to me, the burden of 
proof entirely on their own shoulders, 


For that matter, it would be an entertaining if profitless exercise 
to take, say, a stenographic report of a three-hour meeting of a college 
faculty, and logically establish from it, by means of the higher, lower, 
and middle criticism, that all these seeming personalities are imper- 
sonators, ghosts and pseudo-entities, almost incapable of rational pro- 
cesses and unworthy of any serious attention, If the gathering were of 
radio commentators and newspaper columnists, no resort to criticism 
would be necessary; one need only present the hypothesis and the verba- 
tim record, Yet these are the gentry who, from their heights of super- 
ior wisdom, deride all seance work as folly and deceit. Their allies 
of course are the orthodox religionists, the grossly ignorant, "prac- 
tical" men, and, unfortunately, a considerable body of spiritualists, 
who bring the whole matter into disrepute by their puerilities and lack 
of critical judgment. 


Our own attitude toward these seances should be sufficiently clear; 
it is simply one of critical receptivity, without credulity, but also 
without traps and stratagems. It should be remembered, too, that to 
hold weekly conversations with the same personalities, over a period 
of a year or more, builds up a conception of their nature and character 
which may be quite different from that produced by any single seance 
experience, or by the mere reading of printed reports, which fail to 
reproduce many incidents and details of speech and manner. 
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TRANCE LECTURE OF JUNE 15, 1947 


A brief, impromptu sitting on Sunday, at 8:45 pm. The first control was 
an old, American Indian woman. She asked to have lines from Longfellow’s 
poem, "Hiawatha", read to her. 


"I say Naomi real woman, old lady, loved by everybody. I was what 
you call Delaware Indian, over here now 150 years, maybe. . . Yes, I have 
been around here but not speak before. Speak only when have to. You 
(to sitter Gil Opdyke) go home this year. Your father get sick. « « No, 
I not guide. I go now. I give peace to white man -~ but white man not 
give Indian peace." 


'tThe peace of the Great Spirit go with you." 

There is a change of Controls and Charles Lingford speaks. 

"Therets not very much force here tonight." 

"Did you hear the old Indian and his prophecy?" 

"yes, I heard what was said to Gil, I dont like to pass judgment 
on predictions, especially predictions of misfortune -=- that was an old 
Indian woman, not a man as you thought. She could be right, I suppose. 
There is a lack of vitality here." 

"Did you hear our discussion of psycho-kinesis?" asked Meade. 

"Yes, I heard what you were saying about Baron Ferson and Max Long 
and the force for picking up the dog; but I'm not going to comment; I*d 
rather leave that for some one who knows more about it." 

He leaves and at 9 pm there is a new Gontrol. 

"Coming now from islands, far off." 

"Do you come from Hawaii?" 

"No, not from Hawaiian, from south sea, from island of great faces." 
(Easter Island), Island with heads. I hear what you say about force 
used to pick up little dog. Be careful you no fool with black magic." 

Meade explained the reason for the previous discussion and the hope- 
ful search for a modern method of instantaneous healing, based on the 
methods used by Polynesian Kahunas. These are discussed in Max Freédom 


Long's book "Secret Science Behind Miracles", Meade asked the Control 
if there was any similarity between Easter Island healing methods and 


_those of the Hawaiian Kahunas. 


tyes, this same force used by Xahunas. It is pure electrical in 
nature; calling into body then give out, turn force into magnetical." 


"Could this technique be used by us?" asked Meade. 
"Yes, anyone can do with time and practise every day. Yes, few 
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moments at time; not too long at time; if too much you get so no respond, 
like develop -- what you say -- yes, maybe, immune. Yes, can be-used 

for healing--- we used in islands, You do like this (illustrating); 
hands up, draw down, strong down stroke. You say *Ki-ee-ya?," 


“What does that mean?' 


"Mean Great God Force. Up, down, up, down? Strong. Then rub hands 
together hard. Them make what call *passes’ over center of body, hands 
go apart. Then make passes over whole body, head to feet, head to feet. 
Think of force flowing; think of harmony," 


"Suppose a person is sick in just one place, like a broken arm, 
or stomach ulcers, or a heart attack?" 


"Where bad spot, use rotate motion, both hands over bad part. This 
have great effect on atom structure o body. Very great power. I go 
now." 


Which was the end of this seance. The Control illustrated this 
healing technique by raising hands high above head, hands outstretched, 
The motion was drawing down with powerful down-strokes, seven or eight 
times repeated, intoning Ki-ee-ya; he then rubbed his palms briskly to- 
gether; this might have been a cleansing gesture to re-polarise or 
neutralise the "sick" energy picked up by the passes. The first passes 
are separative, start from over solar plexus and move hands apart; then 
make clearing passes the whole length of the body. Over diseased or 
injured area make rotational motions with both hands, It is not neces- 
sary to touch body. It is not certain that this Control was himself a 
Kahuna, but this is a good description of actual healing by Polynesian 
Magical technique. 


Another Control suggested, at another time, that after any "laying. 
on of hands" healing or other contact with spirit forces, it is a good 
precaution to wash the hands in cold water. The cleansing significance 
is obvious but more important, one breaks connection with psychic forces 
which might lead to obsession} The shock of the cold water on the skin 
releases an acid in the surface cells. This re-polarizes them toward 
health and neutralizes any unwanted, negative etheric matter picked up — 
from the sick person, 
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
